CLARK OFFERED 


TO PAY $250,000 


Statement Made Under Oath by JCMC 


B. Root* In Disbarment Proceed- 


ing* Against A. J. Shore*

BUTTE, Mont., January 14.—In the 


disbarment proceedings against A. J. 
Shores, Jesse B. Roote, until recently 
head attorney for United States Sen- 
ator Clark, was on the witness stand 
In Judge McClernan's court all the af- 
ternoon. 
Shores Is the attorney for 


the Amalgamated Copper Company, 
who is accused of having attempted to 
bribe Judge Edward W. Harney, In 
connection with the decision rendered 
one year ago in the now celebrated 
Minnie Healy mine case. 


In the course of his testimony At- 


torney Roote referred to the part Chas. 
W. Clark, son of Senator Clark, is .al- 
leged to have taken in an attempt to 
force a statement from Judge Harney 
to the effect that ho had accepted a| 
bribe and for that reason would re- 
sign his position on the bench. Mr. 
Clark's interest in the matter, the wit- 
ness said, was to ascertain the truth 
of the charges. 
Mr. Clark offered to 


give Judge Harney $250,000 if he would 
tell all he knew regarding the bribery 
rumors, the offer having been made in 
Atornev Shores' room in the Thornton 
Hotel on the night of August 5th, 1901. 


According to Mr. Roote, who was 


Judge Harney's attorney at the time. 
Attorney Shores objected 
to paying 


Judge Harney so much,his people (the 
Amalgamated Copper Company) had 
not authorized him to offer more than 
(100,000. Mr. Shores declared that if 
the arrangement was for more than 
that he could not deliver "the goods." 
Witness related in detail how Judge 
Harney and Charley Clark became in- 
volved In the quarrel over the ques- 
tion of the former's Integrity and hon- 
or, and how the young millionaire hod 
pulled off his eye glasses, after the 
Judge had called him a liar and quiet- 
ly informed the Judge he must retract 
or fight; how the two men squared for 
a fistic encounter and had been sepa- 
rated by witness and how a mutual 
understanding was 
resumed.

Judge Harney and Mr. Clark, the wit- 
ness declared, were in advanced stages 
of intoxication.

Gay Stivers, also an atorney for the 
Amalgamated, were In an adjoining 
room, awaiting remits.

The United States Geological Sur- 


vey has done another valuable ser- 
vice to the interests of the West con- 
cerned with the utilization of water 
supplies by the preparation of a bul- 
letin by H. A. Pressey, which Is now 
in press and which Is entitled Water 
Supply Paper No. 
76. 
The paper 


deals mainly with the flow of rivers 
in the vicinity of New York and the 
bulk of it is taken up with a discuss- 
ion of the various methods of measur- 
ing a velocity In river channels, with 
measuring vertical velocity curves on 
streams without Ice cover, with flow 
of rivers under ice, and with the qual- 
ities of river water. The paper, how- 
ever. contains many valuable obser- 
vations of general interest. 


According to the returns of the last 


census, the Increase of the utilization 
of water power in the United States 
in the ten years from 1890/to 1»00 was 
about thirty per cent. The Importance 
of our water powers as a source ol 
wealth can hardly be over-estimated. 
In the eastern States, In the great 
Central Northwest, on 
the 
Pacific 


slope, and elsewhere, there are water 
powers of great size and value, many 
of which form the basis of the Indus- 
trial life of large communities. 
In 


the broad flat plains of the United 
States west of the Mississippi, the riv- 
ers are valuable from another point | 
of view, because here the water sup- j 
ply is perhaps more valuable to the 
life of the region than in the Coastal 
States; for in this great region with- 
out water there can be no life, but 
with water, vast areas can be 
re- 


claimed aa agricultural lands of great 
fertility. 


It is to furnish Information 
upon 


times in a startling manner. The lack 
of such information frequently leads 
to the moat disastrous mistakes in the 
construction of hydraulic works. For 
example, the city of Austin, Texas, ex- 
pended about a million and a half of 
dollars on hydraulic works, by which 
it was estimated that fourteen thou- 
sand horsepower could be developed. 
Subsequent measurements showed that 
this estimated was more than five 
times too great. 
In like manner the 


Sweetwater dam and the Bear Valley 
dam in California, were mournful ex- 
amples of projects carried through ou 
insufficient data. 
So also the Oila 


Bend, Arisona. project is another ex- 
ample of the expenditure of a large 
sum (nine hundred thousand dollars) 
upon insufficient data, and subsequent 
abandonment of the scheme. In ad- 
dition, a large number of 
diversion 


canals for irrigation and a great num- 
ber of water power canals have proved 
to be either partial or complete fail- 
ures on account of shortage of water, 
the estimate for the construction of 
the works in each case having been 
based upon insufficient data. 


Frequently the cause of such errors 


Is ignorance of the hydrographic con- 
ditions in the drainage basins of the 
streams; sometimes an assumed rain- 
fall Is unduly relied upon. 
Nothing 


takes the place, or can take the place, 
of actual and continued stream mea- 
surement. As an Illustration, It may 
be stated that reports upon a certain 
stream in New York State were made 
by five engineers, all of good stand- 
ing. In which estimates of the mlni-

WAS IT WITH 


SUICIDAL INTENT? 


•v 


Montague Livermore Lies in Morgue 


as Result of Bullet Wound 


in Temple. 


Reno was stirred Into quite a state 


of excitement yesterday afternoon by 
the announcement that the dead body 
of Montague Darwin Livermore had 
been found In a lodging house at 118 
East street. 


Although it is supposed to have been 


a case of suicide there still remains 
a cloud over the circumstances con- 
nected with the case and the officers 
are investigating the matter. 


The discovery was made by his 


brother. Warren, who shortly before 
3 o'clock called at the house and found 
hie brother cold In death with a gap- 
ing hole from the bullet of a revolver 
in his right temple, and Immediately 
reported the same to the coroner. 


From the meagre accounts to be 


gained it seems that some time yes- 
terday morning LJvermore, who has 
been In the employ of the Troy Laun- 
dry for the past two months or more, 
repaired to Ms room at the place above 
mentioned, and apparently after stay- 
ing there for a short while went to 
an adjoining room and deliberately 
sent a bullet through his head, un- 
doubtedly causing instant death. This 
is simply a conjecture, however, and 
some are In doubt as to who was re- 
sponsible for the act which caused his 
death. 


One fact which tends to substantiate 


that it was a case of suicide was that 
when found along side of his body, 
which was laying across the bed, was 
a 32-calibre revolver that Livermore 
had obtained from Percy Fowler some 


SHOULD HAVE MORE BOXES 


Reno Deficient in the Number of Fire 


Boxes For the Size of the Town 


The flre department of Reno is one 


of the best on the coast The town 
has an up-to-date telegraph system 
and the alarms are attended to in a 
manner that would be a credit to a 
city of much larger population. How- 
ever, there are not enough boxes in 
use at the present time to accommo- 
date the territory the town occupies. 


There are only eighteen boxes in 


use and in many cases where an alarm 
is turned in the flre boys are at a loss 
to determine the nearest hydrant to 
the flre. In some Instances the flre 
will seem to be one or two blocks from 
the scene of the conflagration and nat- 
urally "they will go as close to tBe fire 
us possible whether the hydrant or 
cistern Is near or not. 


There should be at least ten more 


boxes established ond In a short while 
the public will see the benefit to be 
derived. 
In case of a flre, time is 


the essential point, and the sooner a 
stream Is applied the sooner the blaze 
will be extinguished. 


Has a Sore Finger 


A number of the leading cigar mer- 


chants of the city have a cute little 
machine that cuts off the end of a 
cigar, "while you wait." Sometimes, 
however, It cuts off the end of a little 
finger and you have to wait some time 
before the end Is recovered. Last eve- 
ning a young lady happened 'into a 
store that had one of these cute little 
machines and while passing the time 
of day with the clerks of the store 
she (happened to drop a portion of her 
little flnger in the machine. Well the 
machine commenced operations at once 
and now one of her little fingers Is 
really* longer than the other one. An 
attempt will be made this morning to 
recover the lost portion of the flnger. 
As the machine ceased operations one 
could faintly hear the sweet refrain 
"Linger Longer Lou." 


Letter From Larry Derby

f/he Journal office last night that no 
accounting of the condition of 
the 


young man's books had been made, it 
Is thought only fair to give the un- 
fortunate fellow the benefit of 'the 
doubt and look for other reasons. 


Deceased was a young man of ap- 


parently good habits, was neat in at- 
tire and seemed altogether of a retir- 
ing nature. It is said that he had had 
some slight misunderstanding with his 
Immediate family and it is thought this 
caused him to become despondent and 
take his own life. 


Coroner Updike will hold an inquest 


on the remain today, when probably 
more light on the subject will be forth- 
coming. 


Livermore was but twenty-one years 


of age and Reaves a mother and rela- 
tives in San Francisco. His remains 
will be shipped there for Interment.

A majority of the 
voters of Nevada have cast their ballots twice In favor of 
constitutional amendments, but are emphatically opposed 
to the Introduction of one favoring the licensing of lot- 
teries, which has heretofore been one of the scheme* of 
the most vehement partisans of constitution tinkering.

We hardly understand what the Report is driving at. 


A majority of the voters of Nevada have cast their votes 
a good many more times than twice for constitutional 
amendments. The Report probably meant twice for a 
constitutional convention. We moreover, fall to discern 
the relevancy of the Report's remarks in regard to licen- 
sing lotteries. The clause prohibiting them in the State, 
Is about the only good thing in our present constitution. 
An amendment removing that clause was once adopted 
by the legislature, but was defeated by an, overwhelming 
majority by the people when submitted to them at a spec- 
ial election. There is no more danger of the barrier being 
removed from lottery schemes by such a constitution as 
would be submitted by a convention, than of the legalising 
of murder, arson or burglary. A new constitution would 
have to be submitted to the people for ratification, and If 
the present antl lottery clause was not retained, the peo- 
ple would reject the entire works as they did the amend- 
ment removing it. The lottery question cuts no figure pro 
or con. In the matter of calling a constitutional convention.

Terms of Enlistment Expiring Make* 


Getting New Men a 


Problem 


Speaking of this demand for men for 


the navy the San Francisco Examiner 
of recent date says: 


Never In the 1istory of the United 


States navy has tt-ere been such a de- 
mand for able bodied men, as there 
Is at present. All of Uncle Sam's war- 
ships In Pacific waters are lacking full 
complements and more than one thou- 
sand men are needed to fill up the 
ronka. The scarcity of Jackles and the 
resulting demand for enlistments has 
caused the Naw Department to hold 
our special Inducements for recruits. 
Not only In the seamen branch of the 
service but In a'l other departments 
more men are needed. 


Thre are now or. this coast a number 


of war vessels which lack full comple- 
ments and there ure several which will 
soon go into commission and will need 
full crews. 
The cruiser Marblehead 


now lying in the harbor ts in need of 
men. The monitor Wyoming Is soon 
to go Into commission and men are be- 
ing sent to Mare Island to serve on 
her. The Wyoming will be used as a 
gunnery ship anU will cruise on the 
coast while training the men to handle 
the big guns. 


In speaking of the situation Lieut. 


J. C. Burnett, th» recruiting officers In 
this city, said: "Fully 1000 men are 
needed to enlist In the navy In order 
properly to man vessels on this coast 
and on the Asiatic station. 
Men's 


terms are continually expiring and oth- 
ers must be,-secured 
to take their 


place*. A large number of men must 
•be sent to the tertels on the Asiatic 
station. Particularly in the artificer'* 
branche of the service Is the demand 
for men strongest. In order to get 
men in these branches, the navy is 
offering $55 a month for coppersmiths, 
$37 a month for oi'ers and $40 a month 
for water tendsrt. 
Firemen will re- 


ceive 135 a month and marine engi- 
neers holding licenses will her ated 
&a machinists of the first class, with 
pay $70 a month. Examinatlons-will 
be held for warrant machinists on Feb- 
ruary 17th, 1903, (o which all machin- 
ists in the naval service are eligible. 
The pay of warrant machinist!! ranges 
from $1200 to $1300 a year."

INTERESTING PEOPLE 


President Steyn, of the Orange Free 


State, on the Boers 


Mr. Kestall, private 
chaplain of 


President Steyn, of the Orange Free 
State, during the/ Boer war, and sec- 
retary for the conferences at Pre- 
toria with Lord Kitchener and Lord 
Milner, and also for the delegates at 
Vereenlglng, tells In a recent book 
how President Steyn, though suffering 
from his terrible-illness, got the better 
of Lord Milner regarding the vote of 
Boers on the subject of surrender: 


"Lord Milner: 
'May I ask if 
the 


prisoners of war will also be consult- 
ed?' President Steyn: 'Your excellen- 
cy surely cannot be in earnest in put- 
ting this question?' Lord Milner (In 
a tone of annoyance:) ' Yes, certain- 
ly.' President Steyn: 
'How can the 


prisoners of war be consulted? They 
are civilly dead. To mention one prac- 
tical difficulty, suppose the prisoners 
should decide that war should be con- 
tinued and the burghers on comman- 
do that should not—what then?' Lord 
Kltcheer and Lord Milner, seeing the 
absurdity .laughed aloud." 


Disraeli, afterward Lord Beacons- 


Held, wrote to his father an account 
of how he perforce "made a night of it" 
during his visit In 1830 to the young 
Kallo Bey at Arta, one of the most 
powerful Albanian nobles. In his ac- 
count of the supper Disraeli says: "We 
drank In a manner I never recollect. 
The wine was not bad, but if it had 
been poison we must drink; it was 
such a compliment we quaffed It In 
rivers." 
Then, to DtsraelPs harror, 


brandy was 
produced. "The 
room- 


turned round. The bey shouted Eng- 
lish, I Greek.

When the future prime min- 
ister awoke in the middle of the night 
he stepped over his logs of compan- 
ions and "found Abraham's bosom in 
a flagon of water." 
He thought, he 


must have drunk a gallon at a draught. 


The late archbishop of Canterbury's 


well known teetotal principles occa- 
sioned the fulfillment of a prophecy 
made half in Jest nearly seventy years 
ago. The Temperance Intelligencer of 
1837, 
a British publication, reported 


a meeting at which one of the speak- 
ers said he had been Imagining him- 
self "at a meeting of the society sixty 
years hence with the archbishop of 
Canterbury in 
the chair." 
Such a 


flighty idea—teetotalers were then, a 
feeble and despised folk—moved the 
audience to "loud laughter." Yet with- 
in the allotted time the prophecy was 
realized by the creation of Dr. Temple 
as the first teetotal archbishop of Can- 
terbury and his frequent appearance 
on temperance platforms. 


In view of Kipling's fierce verses 


against the Germans it is Interesting 
to recall that when he was lying se- 
riously ill at New York In the spring 
of 1899—a few months before the out- 
break of that Boer war—the kaiser 
cabled to Mrs. Kipling as follows: "As 
an enthusiastic admirer of the unri- 
valed books of your husband I am most 
anxious for news about his health. God 
grant that he may be spared to you 
and to all who are thankful to him 
for the soul-stirring way 'In which he 
has sung about the deeds of our great 
common race."
